The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 , 2 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in 

the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Otsuho '690, for the reasons 

given in the last Office Action. Applicants 1 argument, that Otsuho '690 does not disclose 

cubic boron nitride abrasive grains which are substantially mono-crystalline and assume 

a black color, or packing ratios defined by grit size fractions as recited in claim 2, is not 

convincing. The cubic boron nitride formed according to the process of Otsuho '690 

would inherently have the properties as recited in applicants' claims 1 and 2, since the 

process for forming the cBN disclosed by Otsuho '690 is identical to the process for 

forming the cBN as disclosed in applicants 1 specification. Applicants have not explained 

why the process disclosed in applicants' specification would form abrasive grains which 

are substantially mono-crystalline and assume a black color, while the process 



disclosed by Otsuho '690 would not.
